It is one, too, that 
would not be forgotten with disuse as are 
rule- of Latin syntax or the principal 
part-, of an irregular Greek verb. We re- 
fer T> the study of parliamentary rule. It 
is n ]iiz:hjy practical and useful study. It 
is e:\ ict enough and founded upon such 
principles as would give excellent mental 
discipline. A knowledge of it conies in 
play much oftener than does much of the 
knOiV]ed£;e 
now acquired in our high 


school, and every man (and •won.ao't who 
takes part in public life or in any organ- 
i?t"<3 ussociation or body, knows its value 
and necessity. 


Most men and women today have a 


smattering of parliamentary rule — what 
they may have "picked up." In fact 
most of them have just enough to tangle 
up any deliberative body and delay its 
proceedings, or less than enough to know 
what should be the proper procedure of a 
deliberative body. A knowledge of par- 
liamentary rule is absolutely essential in 
the ( ducation of any person if tbat person 
is ever to take part in a deliberative body 
of any kind, whether it be legislative, 
political, ecclesiastical or social. 
And 


fretiuently a knowledge ot parliamentary 
rult- is a source of power. To know what 
can and what cannot be done in any 
daliherative body is knowledge that is 
power, as witnessed by the influence of 
the hest parliamentarians in all organized 
bodies. 


Put a course of parliamentary rule in 


Drury. Teach it practically as well as by 
prerept. If necessary, organize the whole 
high school into a deliberative body for a 
few moments each week, and let that 
body proceed in deliberative action ac- 
cording to parliamentary rule. At least 
teach the fundamental 
parliamentary 


rules, till every scholar in the high school 
shall know what motions are in orj€r, 
wh-.t ones have precedence, what are the 
rights of a member of a deliberative body, 
antl how to proceed in the organization 
cf any body. No more practical and use- 
ful study could he pursued in our high 
school 
And when this is done, and the 


boj -. in Drury today are the members of 
the city council 15 years from now, that 
council will be able to do its business in 
about one-third the time it takes do it 
now, and they will do it better, too. 


We submit to our school authorities 


the practicability of this suggestion.

Indications Favor Republicans For tha ' 


Court of Appeals Judgeshlp. 
| 


Albany, Nov. 1.—Twenty-four hours 


before the practical closing of the cam- 
• 


paig'n finds a condition as chaotic as 
has ever been apparent in the politics 
cf New York state. 
This is due, not to 


any lack of well defined ideas of how tbe 
vote would run if state issues atone and 
the election of an assembly were the 
prevailing factors, but to the injection 
ot some o£ the most bitter municipal 
contests that have ever prevailed in the 
cities o£ the state. 


In g-cater New York, in Albany and 


in Rochester, m Syracuse and in Buffalo, 
the five greatest cities of the state, there 
will cluse campaigns upon local issues 
tha.t have been notably bitter and even 
virulent. 
That these local affairs will 


have a bearing upon the vote for the 
only state office in controversy, 
the 


chief jpdgeship of the court of appeals, 
must be conceded, and that they will 
have a still greater bearing upon the 
assembly district contests is also ap- 
parent. 


The indications are that while the con- 


test for chief judgeship will be a spirited 
one, 
the chances are distinctly in favor 


of the election o£ the Republican candi- 
date. 
The belief is general that the 


Republican vote in central and western 
New York, that has, for the past two 
or three years, been abnormally large, 
will be in some measure reduced, but 
there are no indications that it will fall 
below its ov.n normality, which is to 
bring down to the Harlem river a plu- 
rality ot 63,000 with which to meet any 
plurality which the Democrats below 
there can show. 
In the pa,st two years 


the plurality below the Harlem has been 
a Republican one, and the best com- 
putations of .Democrats now m that dis- 
trict of their expected plurality is 35,- 
000; so that upon their basis of figures, 
unless a landslide occurs, the Republi- 
can candidate for appeals judge must 
be elected. 
The Democratic candidate 


has some advantages, however, in being 
placed twice upcn the ticket and In 
newspaper 
endorsement, 
and 
thess 


things may prove of greater aid than has 
I'een anticipated. 
It is, however, of 


advantage to remember that to elect a 
Democratic state officer after the tre- 
mendous Republican pluralities of the 
past three years would be an almost 
unprecedented event. 
In 1894 the Re- 


publican pulrallty iu the state was 155,- 
000. 
'95 it was 90,000. and in '96, a presi- 


dential year, it was 187,000. 
If any of 


these tremendous pluralities is cut In 
half it will be a partial victory for the 
Democrats 


Within 30 years the Democrats have 


controlled the legislature but four times 
in its two branches, and in that time, 
have elected by joint ballot but three 
United States senators, Kernan, who 
was carried in by the Tilden tidal wave, 
and Hill and Murphy, elected by the 
Democratic body that succeeded what 
was known as the Hill' appointment. 
Throughout the state the Democrats 
bave made strenuous efforts this fall 
to increase the number of Democratic 
members of the lower house, and It is 
evident that succecg -will crown their 
efforts. 
Indeed, the Republican man- 


Rgers have at all times believed that 
this was not only possible, but highly 
probable, being naturally aware that 
last year's immense majority of 80 in 
the lower house vas due to the national 
campaign. 


The next assembly will, however, be 


Btltl'.Republican by a very good margin, 
but the Democrats will accomplish one 
thing for which they 
are evidently 


striving, the reduction of the Republican 
majority to such an extent that in such 
reduction they may see hope of a Dem- 
ocratic house in 1S99. when a successor 
to Senator Murphy is to be elected. 


No contest in politics c-f a purely local 


nature haft aver crea-ted such interest in 
tbe up-state counties as has the greater 
New York contest for mayor, and the 
death of en» of the foremost candidates 
has but added to that interest. 
Prom 


carefully gathered opinions of the lead- 
ers outside of the confines of the mu- 
nicipality, where the contest Is occur 
ring, it is apparent that the general 
expectations are that Tammany will 
win and that Mr. Low and Mr. Tracy 
will have a fight for second place. These 
prognostications are based upon the 
theory that the normal Republican vote 
is very much more evenly divided among

torious, there will probably be a sharp 
fight for the seat among a dozen as- 
pirants, with the chances slightly in 
favor of the selection of Congressman 
Sydnej' E. Mticld of Charles county. 


As to the outcome of the election it can 


only be said that the result is in great 
doubt, though both sides claim to be 
able to count enough votes in the legis- 
lature to secure a majority on joint 
ballot and to elect the senator.

Provldencp, Nov. 1.—The body of an 


unknown man. hanging from the limb 
of a trpp In the woods near Smithfield 
avenue, a short distance from the rail- 
road bridge, was found Sunday after- 
noon.

The council meeting of the Christian 


era was held Monday evening at the city 
hall. It contained just one surprise, The 
resignation ot Councilman Hamer to take 
effect at the end of the municipal year. It 
was received with a despatch that would 
have been commendable to have observed 
for theVemainder of the meeting. With the 
exception of this lone piece of promptness 
the three dreary hours of the meeting 
were an illustration of how one man could 
confuse 18 by his absolutely irrelevant 
meaningless and spiteful talk and ques- 
tions, and carry the confusion to the 
greatest extreme of absurdity. As one 
observer remarked the disturbing mem- 
ber 
was 
impregnable 
behind 
his 


bulwark of foolishness through which one 
ray 
of 
reason 
cotild 
not 
pierce. 


A characteristic situation is: Mr. Hamer 
asks a councilman a question. The coun- 
cilman has tried to comprehend the ques- 
tioner at the risk of bursting a blood ves- 
sel in the brain. The councilman fails 
and, in a tone that tells of his exhaustion, 
asks the honorable councilman to repeat 
the question. Another councilman sug- 
gests that the chair had better present 
the question. The chair collapses and 
moans "O, Lord." 


There were 19 members present and the 


journal being passed over Mr, Hamer 
asked if, in case a councilman was ruled 
out of order and appealed, a councilman 
then calling the previous question, would 
the previous question t.ake precedence. 
The ebair said "yes," repeatedly and de- 
clared he would so rale again unless the 
council disagreed with him. The follow^ 
ing communication was then read from 
the mayor: 
To the honorable the president and mem- 


bers of the city council of North 
Adams: 


GENTLEMEN: The council having voted 


to grade and pave Main street and a parfl 
of Church street, it became necessary to 
lay new water pipes and new water con- 
nections in those streets. 


The old water pipe in Main street was 


badly rusted, one accident having already 
occurred by a pipe giving way, resulting 
in considerable damage. The water pipe8 


in Church street were also badly rusted, 
and besides this were al together too small 
to afford adequate protection against fire 
that might break 
out in the Mark 


Hopkins school building or the state 
normal school building, A 10-inch pipe 
was laid on Main street in place of the 
eight inch and an eight-inch pipe was laid 
on Church street instead of the fonr-inch 
pipe for most of the way and the remain- 
der was laid with six-inch, pipe. The ex- 
pense in addition to the water works ap- 
propriation was thereby increased to the 
amount of 14,860.98. I recommend that 
the balance remaining unexpended from 
the appropriation to build the Main and 
State street bridges and the proportionate 
part of the expense that the Hoosac Val- 
ley Street railway company is to pay for 
such purpose be transferred to the water 
works account. 


The council has also mane two appro- 


priations from the contingent fund, one 
for paying the expenses of the delegates 
to the national convention of charities 
and correction at Toronto and one for the 
entertainment of the president of the 
United States. 
Certain damage salts 


against the city were also settled. These, 
appropriations will overdraw the account. 
I therefore recommend that the extra 
money received from four class licenses 
be transferred to the contingent fund, 
Tins amount is f 4,050. 


The commissioner of pubiic works in- 


forms me that there is slippiog and giv- 
ng way of a part of the highway known 
as Montgomery street and the adjoining 
land. It will be necessary to build a re- 
taining wall at this point in order to 
make the highway safe and prevent fu- 
ture accidents. I recommend that an ap- 
propriation of $500 DO made for the pur- 
pose and taken from the contingent fund. 
[ also recommend that the balance due 
for heating and lighting, etc., the State 
street building for the uae of the county 
be taken from the contingent fund as 
there will be enough remaining for this 
purpose. That sum is $1,339,01.

of Councilman Hamer»was then read by 
the clerk; Mr. Armstrong moved that it 
be accepted, Mr. Craswell seconded and it 
waa unanimously voted, 


A petition from the New England tele- 


phone company for privilege to set poles 
on several streets was read and on motion 
>f Mr. Wills was referred to the commit- 
tee on streets. 


Councilman Parry read the report of 


,he special committee appointed at the 
ast meeting to consider the papers re- 
erring to the bridga contract and other 
matters. The clerk read the motion au- 
borizing the committee's appointment 
lefore the report was read and at the re - 
quest of Mr. Perry. 


The report road by Mr. Perry set forth 
hat a careful examination of the bridge 
contract had been made and that the 
greement or contract with Whitney 
!ros. for the abutments had also been 
examined. 
There was a diflerence of 


pinion on the point of requiring a bond 
nscead of the forfeiture of $25 a day for 
very day 
the 
bridge was delayed, 


vbether the bond would have been 
letter than the forfeiture the contract 
irovides for. 
On the matter of the 


•hutments, the committee found that 


there had been no signed 
contract 


with the Whitney Bros., and this the 
committee regretted as it was, not in full 
keeping with Section f>5 of the charter, 
but the fact that Whitney Bros, submitted 
proposals and began work under their bid 
to the city and to do the work as the 
specifications called for was, the commit- 
tee found from one of the best lawyers in 
the city, as good as a contract. The com- 
mittee reports that the city has suffered 
no loss. The committee submitted from 
the commissioner of public works the 
cost of the new bridge. 


The chair noted two signatures only to 


the document, Perry and Flagg, if the 
third person, Mr. Hamer wanted to make 
a report. Mr. Perry said he did not want 
to prevent the discharge of the first cam- 
paign gun and asked the fullest consider- 
ation for Mr. Hamer, moving he be given 
permission to report, the chair ruling that 
permission of the house was necessary. 
The permission to read the minority re- 
port was granted. 


The minority report represented the 


contract to be one make by an out of town 
expert, but having the weak point of no 
bond to bind the contractor to complete 
the bridge at a Riven time. It declared 
there was no contract between Whitney 
Bros, and the city which was a violation 
of Section 55 of (he city charter. What 
existed between the city and Whitney 
Bros, was nothing but a crude, indefinite 
arrangement never meant to be a contract 
The business methods of the administra- 
tion in these matters were condemned; 
the condition was declared perfectly as- 
tonishing and it was boldly asserted that 
if ordinary precaution had been used the 
bridge would have been completed. The 
city was at great disadvantage with Whit- 
ney Bros. 


When Mr. Hamer finished his report he 


talked on the extra cost as he sees it, to 
the city, a loss of several thousand dollars- 
The fact that the contingent fund is gone 
may indicate that some of it has been used 
for special watchmen at the bridge and 
for special experts. Mr. Perry moved the 
minority report be received and Mr. Wills 
seconded. Mr. Wilkinson inquired if the 
majority report was not received. He 
was informed that it was not and then he 
said he thought the minority report 
should be received as an amendment to 
the majority report. Mr. Brown could 
not see what action there was to take on 
the reports, they recommended nothing 
and all that could be done was to receive 
them and place them on file. 


The chair ruled the reports could not 


be placed on Sle unless a motion be made 
to that effect, 
Mr. Armstrong moved 


the majority report be placed on die. Mr. 
Wills asked if there was not a similar 
motion with reference to the minoriiy re- 
port already before the houae. 


There was no end of quibbling on this 


unimportant point and Mr. Wilkinson 
asked the chair to give privilege to some 
one to read dialling's manual on the point 
of precedence of the majority or minority 
report.

specifications for the abutments were 
made, that Whitney Bros, offered bids on 
;hem that they began work under the 
specification and that that makes a con- 
tract in fact. He said he was sorry no 
bond was required from Whitney Bros,, 
Dut believed that this was omitted be- 
cause of the Whitney Bros.' responsibil- 
ty. He then asked the gentleman, who 
presented the minority report, to say why 
10 believed the city would suffer several 
thousand dollars in damage, 


Mr. Hamer rose and argued there was 


no contract with Whitney Bros. He told 


is experience in trying to find the con- 
tract and then read section 55 of the 
charter to show that the city officials had 
violated the charter in not requiring a 
written contract. 
He said there was 


extras and extras and that these would 
cost. It is evident, he continued, to every 
citizen that the city is losing money at 
that bridge. 
Ho attacked the Berlin 


bridge contract, holding that the $25 a 
day provision in it waa not as good as a 
bond. 


Mr. Wilkinson pressed Mr, Hamer when 


he sit down to answer the specific ques- 
tion he first pat to him. 


Mr. Hamer said that, there being no 


contract, the city was at the mercy of 
Whitney Bros, all the time. 


Mr. Wilkinson then explained matters 


a little. 


The councilman gave the other side of 


the 
bond-forfeit matter showing 
the 


difficulty of recovering under a bond by 
litigation in a distant state perhaps and the 
superiority of the forfeit which could be 
resovered from property of the contractor 
on the spot. He gave a knock down blow 
to Mr. Earner's "thousand of dollars' 
loss by calling attention to tie fact that 
the first estimate for the bridge was 
§11,000 and that its cost when completed 
would be $13,500 as submitted. The in- 
crease he fully accounted for by showing 
that the extras on the abutments were 
the caiue and unavoidable. The abut- 
ments were estimated for a certain depth 
below the water level and when this 
depth was reached the foundation was 
not secure. A greater depth had to be 
reached at greater «xpense. No contracts, 
Mr, Wilkinson said, would have pro- 
vided against that. Mr. Wilkinson con- 
tinued and made clear that the street rail- 
road would pay one-third of the total cost 
of the bridge no matter what that was, 
and that this being so the bridge costing 
$13,500 would be built at an expense to the 
city of |9,000. 


Mr. Perry said Mr. Wilkinson did no 


need to tell Mr. Hamer all these things; 
he knew them well for he was told them 
many, many times. He asked Mr. Hamer 
if he had not had several Interviews with 
he commissioner of public works; if in- 
formation was refused at any time; if 
there was not the fullest attempt to ascer- 
tain all the facts; whether all the facts 
without whitewashing were not included 
in the majority report; and why, if the 
facts were presented, was there any ne- 
cessity for a minority report; if he was not 
requested to contribute facts for the re-

port; how he knows that a bond would 
have caused the bridge to be built before 
'his. 


In reply Mr. Hamer said he had no inter- 


views with the commissioner but the one 
in company with the committee; the com- 
missioner volunteered information; he 
had no objection to the commissioner 
coming before the committee to give 
facts, but he had enough and knew it 
when the matter was before the commit- 
tee; "if bonds are no use 1 have no argu- 
ment;" bonds are to make contractors 
live up to their contract; "the train with 
the bridge might drop into the Hudson, 
but there are no business reasons why the 
bridge should not be here." 


"Have I answered your questions?'! 


Mr. Hamer queried and Mr. Perry said 
dolefully, "1 hardly know," and then the 
spectators laughed. 


Mr. Brown asked if the cost of the 


bridge was not to be the stipulated eum 
and a part to be paid by the street rail- 
road. Mr. Wilkinson said that was cor- 
rect and then Mr, Brown said he could 
not see how the city was going to lose 
anything. Mr. Hamer argued at length 
to show that the State street bridge would 
cost as mucti as the Main street one and 
that there was a loss as he had at first 
said. 


The chair, somewhat disturbed, gave 


information to disprove the statement of 
Mr. Hamer that it was his opinion that 
not one dollar was to be asked from the 
railroad company. He said we have got 
the money and the mayor and that al- 
leged miserable commissioner of public 
works saved us several thousand dollars. 
Mr. Perry explained that whatever the 
Main street bridge cost the railroad pays 
its third, and that the statement by the 
councilman that there is no contract is not 
the opinion of the best lawyer of the city, 
and that instead of the- city being bound 
and the contractor free, it is just the oppo- 
site. The reports were placed on file after 
all the rumpus. 


At this place Mr. Anthony moved to ad" 


journ and then withdrew it at the request 
jf Mr.

There was another yarn by Mr. Hamer 
and then Mr. Armstrong again moved to 
adjourn. The motion was amended by 
Mr. Rice that the adjournment be taken 
to the 4th. This was noted down, the 
council willing to become martyrs, and 
Mr. Perry moved an order putting into 
effect the recommendations of the mayor. 
The order was passed. 


Mr, Wills asked if the chair would rule 


against a request to the city auditor to ap- 
pear before the council to say whether 
the large appropriations are exhausted ? 
The chair ruled that questions should be 
asked in writing. 


Mr. Hamer wanted the sense of the 


council on the point of requesting the 
auditor to come before the cou noil to give 
information. He was asked to put his 
motion in writing, and while he was do- 
ing so the chair was informed that the 
recent report from the committee on rules 
did not embrace the auditor; that the 
auditor was an officer of the council and 
could be asked any question at any time. 
In spite of this, Mr. Hamer insisted on 
his motion that the auditor come before 
the council. 


There arose a discussion over the fair- 


ness of summoning an officer before the 
council to give information without tell- 
ing him what Was wanted and giving him 
time to refer to his books. 


Mr. Whitaker said the officers were 


willing to give all information, but It was 
only fair to them that the council ask 
for specific information. Mr. Hamer 
talked and talked again and Mr. Wilkin- 
son said why don't the councilman go to 
the auditor and ask him for the informa- 
tion he desires and if he is refused the in_ 
formation, come before the council and 
state his grievance. 


Mr. Hamer only wanted the knowledge 


the auditor was carrying in his head. He 
was desirous of knowing about large sala- 
ries to new officers being paid contrary to 
the charter. 


After a long time of bickering, the mo- 


tion was passed as amended by Messrs 
Mort and Brown, allowing the auditor the 
time, between regular meetings to get the 
information required. 


The weary council then adjourned until 


Thutsday evening, when the election re- 
turns will be submitted.
